The Members^ Indemuity 
Question. 

It can scarcely be forgotten tlmt 
ihe question of increased indemnity to 
members of tlie LegislatiTe Assemblj 
attainediundesirod uotoxiefy and evok- 
ed lamisriCa'ble ' bitterness daring fcho 
late sefsion of that body. The action 
of tho public meeting held ■ at Barker- 
villd on tiie 10th inst. has dra\rn atten- 
tion afresb to tho siibject. The Chief 
OommiBsioner \cry jiroperly raised the 
point in order to ttscertain tlio Yiows of 
.■'■\f. oonstituonts thereon. Tiio peoi)]o 
of Cariboo nro practicul andoutspokou; 
and they did not leave their reijreson- 
tatire long in the dark upon the subject. 
The folibwing resolution "was unani- 
mously passed:—- 

"That this mooting is of ojunion that 
the rate of indemnity for members of tlio 
LegialaturG sliould bo increasccl to not 
less tlian .§7por day, traveling days includ- 
ed a renaonablo time going and coming to 
be allowed." 

It will bo obsei-vod that the priucii>lo 
advocated by this journal has, with a 
slight exception, been adopted by 
the people of Cariboo, thatof including 
the time necessarily employed in travel- 
ling to and from the ciijntal, and thus 
placing tho most ronioto const itucncicH 
in as favorable a position as those near 
the seat of Gorermnenfc, in so far as in- 
demnification "of representatives is 
concerned. This vro regard as an im- 
portant principle in a conntry situated 
as British Columbia is at tho present 
time. Tho opponents of llespoiisible 
Government wore accustomed to urge 
the diflSculty of getting in the more 
remote Districts good men "who "wonld 
be willing to travel hundreds of miles, 
"wrhere traveling was no plouHuro, to 
reach the seat of Govenuuent iu order 
to attend to the public business for a 
couple of months every year; and it was 
agreed that the ineyitable tendencj- 
^ould bo to give the capital a mono- 
poly of representation,— that is to say, 
that temote districts ■would come to be 
represented by men residing at tho 
capital, and thus all the evils of jjoliti- 
cal centralization would ensue. Tho 
most that can bo done towards averting 
these evils is to 2)lace the roproseuta- 
tives of remote Districts, as nearly as 
possible, upon as favorable a footingiu 
point of indemnity as those roprc^seu- 
ting Districts near at hand. The prin- 
ciple of the above resolution tenets in 
that direction. 'S\'o have said tho 
principle adopted by tlio people of 
Cariboo is, vith a slight exception, tho 
same as we have hitherto advocated. 
The exception is this : "\Vo were iu favor 
of making a distinction in tho j)or 
diem allowance between members resi- 
dent at tho capita] and wLo,consei|ueii- 
tly, have not to leave iheir homes iu 
order to attend Parliament, and those 
■who must live away from home during 
tho session thei'eby not only making 
an additional sacrihco in donieslic and 
business matters, but also incurring 
additional exjiense. It r cc;n-od to us 
that if the present rate of indemnity 
■were left undisturbed in so far as mem- 
bers having their homes at Victoria is 
concerned, and if tho.so meniljor.'^ hav- 
ing to leave tlieir lionies and rcKido at 
the capital during the session were in- 
demnified at the rate of, Kay, eight dol- 
lars per diem for the time necessarily 
absent from borne in order to attend 
to their legislative duties, both parties 
•would then be placed upon about eqiial 
footing, in so far, at least as 
the question of indemnity is concerned; 
for tho object to be arrived at appears to 
b9 this, that, wliilo members shall bo ful- 
ly .udemnifiod for nil roasoiialilo and ne- 
cessary cspensCJi incurroil in att(Tulint<- 
Parliament, the indomnitj Rlionld not 
rise so higli aw to tnko tho form of Teimm- 
eration. Probably few constituent i ■shave 
a better right than Cariboo to sijcalc upon 
this subject, and it is preHiunabJc that 
florae Hchomo , based upon tlin ]iriiiciplo 
laid down in thn ,'ibov(> i-{^s(ihili()ii, will lie 
brought down by the (bnoniiiuMit, ilio 
Constitution Amendmont Act of last hos- 
eion having cleared the -way. Before dis- 
missing the subject -we liavo a word or 
two for the section of tbe Provincial press 
■which acted with ho nuicli unfairness and 
exliibited bucIi unilico t^iwanls uiembcr.s 
throughout tho indemnity oontrovorsy. 
Of tho fivo newspapers published in tho 
Province, two spared neither 2)ains noi- 
truth in order to plaoo n large majority of 
tho pcople'.s r(^prosentatives in a false and 
humiliating light bcforo tho country. One 
of those p.iiirrti, the "Stivudard," has on- 
joyed the fiemliHli safisfai'l ion of S(vinf^f 
some of its slanderous artie.los culled into 
Ontario journals, thus holding up tho 
members of our Local Parliamout to un- 
deserved prejudice and ridicule through- 
out the entire Dominion. The other of 
the.so papers, thn "Onavdi, in," still (Con- 
tinues to pursue tlio ineiiil)(>r« of t;lu' 
House with its mnudlin falsL'hnods n])on 
this subject. In its very last issue wo 
find ft loading article in which tho ques- 
tion is treated in a manner peculiar to that 
pn2)(»r, Dealing more directly ■with tho 
two mombors for Now Westnn'nster Dis- 
trict, it iadulgos in its woTitod inisi-ci)v 
Bontatiou of tho ".situntiou," ol)viousIy' 
with tho hoi)0 of creating projiidioo in tho 
public mind against tlioso gentlemen. 
After having roprcaented tlio District 
members as passing tho Hoasion -without 
attompting to do anything either for their 
COnBtituoiits or for th(i country, but ouly
